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50 Marooned on Rock 
Aiter Ship Breaks in Two 


Other Vessels Stand by Castaways at South- 
ern Tip of Luzon in Philippines, but 
Seas Prevent Rescue. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Nov. 12.—(Tuesday)— 
Wireless advices early today in- 
dicated all passengers and crew, 
numbering about 50, aboard the 


wrecked British freighter Silver- 
hazel ‘were safe though still ma- 
rooned on a rock. 

The ship, broken in two, early 
Sunday in San Bernardino Straits, 
Southern Luzon Island, is a total 
loss. ~ 

The only communication between 
the shipwrecked people and several 
rescuing vessels is by means of sig- 
nals, 

The American destroyer Peary 
from Cavite, near here, expected to 
reach the scene about daylight. 

Rescue Ship Damaged. 

Latest advices said the Japanese 
freighter Chicago Maru was dam- 
aged in attempting a rescue, and 
departed for Manila with two holes 
in its hull. 

The castaways. were sighted Mon- 
day. About 30 were on the rock 
then. Later they ventured back 
aboard the broken vessel for food. 

The rock was turned into a pris- 
on by the powerful current which 
races through the strait. Rip tides, 
heavy swells and high winds also 
hampered rescuers. Lifeboats from 
at least three steamers were forced 
to turn back repeatedly. 


“Winds and seas_ increasing,” 
Capt. Brust of the United States 
Steamship Co.’s freighter New York 
wirelessed as night fell: ”Doubt- 
ful if rescue can take place until 
daylight. Will try if weather per- 
mits. 

“Crew on foredeck and appears 
safe. Understand tug Travafor com- 
ing. Any lifeboat with motor would 
help a great deal.” 

Capt. Brust reported the forward 
half of the ship was wedged firm- 


ly in the rocks and the marooned | 


party had plenty of food. 
Half of Vessel Sinks. 

The Chicago Maru reported the 
Silverhazel struck a 10-foot rock, 
where it was pinioned until the seas 
broke the ship in two and the stern 
half sank. 

“Apparently the Silverhazel struck 
suddenly early Sunday,” said A. G. 
Henderson, vice-president of the Sil- 
ver Java Pacific Line. “Maybe her 
wireless was immediately decom- 
missioned. If so, they have been 
on the rock two days and one 
night.” 

He said the 3091-ton freighter car- 
ried a crew of 45 or 50 and four or 
five passengers on its voyage from 
San Francisco to Manila. Among 
those on board were Mr. and Mrs. 
George H. Bissinger. He is director 
of research of the Philippine Sugar 
Association.

The witness box, Judge Moore 
said, was so narrow and _ =s50 in- 
closed that he did not believe a 
witness would be able to cross his 
legs—-the first thing, he added, that 
most witnesses desired to do. The 
arrangement of the jury box, he 
considered even worse. 

“The door at the end of the jury 
box,” Judge Moore said, “unfor- 
tunately leads into my chambers. 
There is a door at the opposite end 
of the room, leading into the cor- 
ridor, and to reach it, the jurors 
will have to weave past the counse! 
table and the bench to cross the 
room. It has been stated te me 
that the reason for placing the jury 
box there was that, if put on the 
other side, the jurors would be 
facing the light. Well,” he con- 
tinued, glancing at the window, “it 
would never blind them.” 

The Judge said he would be re- 
quired, for the rest .of his life, to 
use artificial light in his chambers. 
because the room was “without 
proper ventilation or any daylight. 
The doctors say that is not a good 
thing,” he said. The assistant cus- 
todian of the’ building, he said, had 
an office five times as large as the 
Judge’s chambers, and opposite the 
court library, which is two floors 
distant from the court. 

The height of the Judge’s bench, 
about four feet, was also objected 
to by Judge Moore, who said the 
Judges of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals had required that the bench 
in their court be raised. Lack of 
provision for court stenographers 
and newspaper reporters, and of 
places, in the courtroom or out- 
side, for hanging coats and um- 
brellas, was the subject of further 
comment. 

But the mahogany paneling of 
the courtroom, Judge Moore said, 
was admirable, beautiful, the last 
word. 

At 12:30 p. m., someone turned 
on the ventilating system, to air 
the courtroom, crowded for the 
final session of the movie conspir- 
acy trial. A cloud of dust over- 
spread the room, and the Judge de- 
clared a recess in the midst of his 
instructions to the jury, resuming 
court an hour and a half later, 
after the apparatus had been shut 
off and the dust had settled.

MOSCOW, Nov. 11.—Ivan WNoz- 
drin, locomotive engineer, has been 
executed in punishment for a wreck 
in which his train ran into another, 
smashing up 24 cars. 

The sentence was pronounced in 
the Moscow-Kursk Railway Court 
after disclosures that Nozdrin had 
operated an armored train for the 
White Guards in the civil war of 
1919.

Gets License at Pekin. 


Martin said they tried to find 
Gray, but were unsuccessful until 
late in the afternoon when a guide 
at the clubhouse told them he again 
was at the blind. They called him 
out and he showed them his license, 
which had been obtained at Pekin, 
Ill, after they had seen him that 
morning. 

“I gave him a gentleman’s bawl- 
ing out,” Martin said, “and told him 
we would not put a charge against 
him if he would agree to get up 
before the Missouri Duck Hunters’ 
Association and tell the members 
how he had hunted without a 
license. He agreed to do this. 

“I had attended a meeting of the 
association in St. Louis last April, 
where I heard Gray criticise hunt- 
ing law violators, and Derry and I 
thought it would be a more fitting 
punishment than to bring a charge 
against him. 


Gray’s Explanation. 


Gray, when seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, said: 

“It was one of those mistakes 
a man makes by not following his 
own impulses.

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JUDGE INSTRUCTS 
JURY IN MOVIE 
ANTITRUST SUII 


Deliberations to Start Late 
Today—Jurors to De- 
termine Only Guilt or In- 
nocence. 


PENALTY PROVIDED 
JAIL TERM AND FINE 


Warners, Paramount and 
R-K-O With Executives 
Accused of Refusing to 
Sell Films to Theaters. 


Lengthy and clear instructions 
were given the jury in the movie 
conspiracy trial by Federal Judge 
Moore today. The case was expect- 
ed to go tothe jury during the after- 
noon. 

“If there was a refusal to supply 
film, as a result of an understand- 
ing or combination, secret or other- 
wise, between two or more of the 
defendants and interstate commerce 
was thereby restrained,” the Court 
told the jury, “it will be your duty 
te find such defendan:s guilty.” 

Exceptions to the entire instruc- 
tions of the Judge were made by 
Frederick H. Wood, of defense 
counsel, who asserted that the 
charge was unduly argumentative, 
constittited “a stump speech calcu- 
lated to prejudice the jury” and 
invaded the province of the jury 
in its comments on the evidence. 
Wood also excepted to the failure 
of the Court to give about 40 in- 
etructions requested by the defense. 

Charged with violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act by with- 
holding films from the Ambassador, 
Missouri and Grand Central thea- 
ters since control of those houses 
was obtained last year by the ex- 
hibiting firm of Fanchon & Marco, 
the defendants represented movie 
producing and distributing inter- 
ests of Warner Bros., Paramovrnt 
and R-K-O. 

-Individual defendants, all from 
New York, were: Harry M. War- 
ner, president of Warner Bros. Pic- 
tures, Inc.; Ned E. Depinet, presi- 
dent of R-K-O Distributing Corpo- 
ration; George J. Schaefer, vice- 
president and general manager of 
Paramount Pictures Distributing 
Co., Inc.; Herman Starr, vice-presi- 
dent of Warner Bros., in charge of 
real estate and president of First 
National Pictures, Inc., a Warner 
@ubsidiary, and Gradwell Sears, 
Western and Southern sales man- 
ager for Warner Bros.-First Na- 
tional. 

Corporate Defendants. 

Corporate defendants were: 
Warner Bros. Pictures, Inc., and 
First National Pictures, Inc.; Vita- 
phone Corporation, Warner Bros. 
Circuit Management Corporation 
and General Theatrical Enterprises, 
Inc., Warner subsidiaries; R-K-O 
Distributing Corporation,. Para- 
mount Pictures Distribuiung Co., 
Inc., and Paramount Pictures ‘Dis- 
tributing Corporation. 

A sixth individual defendant was 
not tried, being ill at his home in 
New York. He was Abel Cary 
Thomas, sécretary and general 
counsel of Warner Bros. 

The function of the jury was to 
determine guilt or innocence, pun- 
ishtent, in case of conviction, be- 
ing fixed by the Judge. The pun- 
ishment, on conviction, may be a 
$5000 fine and, in the case of in- 
dividuals, a year in jail. The of- 
fense charged is a misdemeanor. 

After the Judge had read 58 of 
the 68 typed pages of instructions, 
gome one turned on a ventilator of 
the new courtroom, where the case 
moved today.

Importance of Case. 
Addressing the jurors, Judge 

Moore said: 


“The presence of a great array of 
attorneys, some from distant cities:

ment and the defendants, and the 
great number of arguments and 
legal propositions that have inter- 
rupted presentation of the evidence, 
frequently making it necessary for 
the Court to excuse you, must im- 
press you with the fact that you 
have been selected to determine 
the facts in a case of much impor- 
tance to the whole people of your 
country, as well as to the defend- 
ants.” 

Except for the influence of the 
press, schools and churches. the 
display of movies was probably 
“the most potent factor of our 
modern civilization in moulding the 
thought of and dispensing informa- 
tion to our nation,” he continued. 

Pointing out that he had observed 
jurors occasionally conversing with 
counsel for both sides, the Judze 
warned them against permitt.ng 
friendships or friendly feelings for 
witnesses cr defendants from guid- 
ing their deliberations. 

Reads Parts of Act. 

Reading portions of the Sherman 
act, he said its purpose was to 
maintain free competition.

The Court defined a conspiracy as 
a combination of twe or more per- 
sons to accomplish a criminal or 
unlawful purpose by con-erted ac- 
tion or to accomplish a purpose not 
in itself criminal or unlawful by 
criminal or unlawful means. 

It was not necessary, to tstablish 
the fact of a conspiracy, to prove 
there wag an explicit or formal 
agreement or to give direct and 
positive proof of an express agree- 
ment, the Court held. He said fur- 
ther that it was not necessary to 
show that the conspirators all got 
together at one time or that the 
conspirators all knew each other, 
but that a conspiracy could be 
proved by circumstantial evidence. 
A common design was the essence 
of the offense charged and _ that 
could be shown “when the parties 
steadfastly pursued the same ob- 
ject,” he added. 

He Mentions Koplar. 
Judge Moore warned the jury 
against “a pitfall which too  fre- 
quently causes a miscarriage of 
justice in criminal cases” — ‘en 
attempt to get the jury to try 
some one.not a defendant or some 
issue not before it. In this con- 
nection he mentioned Harry Kop- 
lar, veteran St. Louis exhibitor as- 
sociated with Fanchon & Marco and 
long at odds with Warners; Thom- 
as N. Dysart, chairman of a bond- 
holders’ committee which turned 
& 
Marco, Fanchon & Marco them- 
selves and the past litigation with 
Warners in which Koplar was in- 
terested.

Even If No Intent. 

Among specific instructions by

violate it; the jury would have to 
determine whether the defendants 
refused to sell the films pursuant 
to a common design; in view . of 
conflicts of statements between 
some Government and defense wit- 
nesses, it was for the jury to de- 
termine which contention was 
plausible and who told the truth; 
defendants should be acquitted if 
not proved guilty beyond reason- 
able doubt and the presumption of 
innocence prevailed unless guilt 
was proved beyond a _ reasonable 
doubt. 

Reviewing testimony at length, 
the Judge recalled that Schaefer 
had said Starr told him  Spyros 
Skouras, former operator of the 
theaters, would not run them under 
the reorganization. “Ask yourselves 
how Starr iappened to know this, ’ 
the Court told the jurors, pointing 
out that Skouras had an option for 
films and had bid for the theaters. 
“This,” the Judge added, “may aid 
you in reaching a conclusion as to 
testimony of which witnesses you 
will accept as true.”

The 
particles in it are electrified, pre 
sumably by action of rays fror 

the sun, cosmic rays, meteors and 
thunderstorms on the gaseous par- 
ticles that make up the atmosphere, 
The layer varies in density accord- 
ing to the time of day and time of 
year as these affect the intensity 
of the sun’s rays. 

This “ionosphere” layer resists 
penetration by radio waves angling 
up to it from stations according to 
the length and speed of vibration 
of the waves. That is, the shorte 
the wave and the faster its wort 
tion, the higher it penetrates in 
the layer. 


Waves sent out by stations in the jf 
broadcast’ band, such as KSD and | 


the other St. Louis stations, do not 
penetrate deeply, and, so, are grad- 
ually bent in the ionospheren and 
reflected back so that they strike 
the earth. The shorter the wave 
the farther it gets above the earth 
in the ionosphere before it is bent 
and refracted downward. So the 
distance between the station that 
sent_it out and the point where it 
meets the earth again is far great- 
er than in the case of a longer wave, 
In fact the ultra short waves prob- 
ably never do come back to earth, 
They penetrate the ionosphere and

SHANGHAI, Nov. 11. — —Anti- 
Japanese feeling was evident again 
today when a group of Chinese 
threw bricks and bottles through 4

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

When a shovelful of coal is thrown 
into a furnace, the tarry volatiles im- 
mediately commence to distill. If the 
furnace has sufficient volume and the 
temperature is high enough, these tarry 


- tle smoke, but if the volume is restricted 
and these volatiles reach the heating sur- 
faces of the boiler before they are fully 
burned, they will condense into a sooty 
smoke, because the boiler surfaces are 
comparatively cold. 

Very few of the existing small heating 
plants could be made to burn bituminous 
coal smokelessly, even with mechanical! 
stokers. 

Coal is still not only the best but the 
most abundant fuel, and we have vast re. 
sources in Illinois. It is, therefore, ab- 
solutely unnecessary to import natural gas 
from Texas. I don't know how much 
coal is burned in St. Louis, but it must 
keep a lot of men employed, and that 
fact alone should make us pause before 
considering a substitute fuel. 

The real] solution is to erect central 
heating stations in suitable locations and 
pipe steam into offices and residences 
much the same as you pipe gas. These 
central stations could be built to utilize 
the coals that can be purchased most 
cheaply, and can be designed for high 

efficiencies and smokeless combustion. 

It would be a good investment for the 
city to own and operate these plants, and 
it should be possible to provide heat for 
our citizens at a reasonable price. The 
idea is not new, as central heating plants 
are in operation in a number of cities, in- 
cluding New York City. I believe PWA 

funds would be available for such a 
scheme, for it would be self-liquidating. 

St. Louis is too beautiful a city to be 
blanketed in soot six months of the year, 
and we ought to do something about it.

Social Workers and Old Age Pensions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
: oem inquiry recently raised in your let- 
ter column, as to whether the old-age 
pension is for the social worker or for 
the aged, is one deserving of careful con- 
sideration. 

The social welfare workers recently 
passed a resolution specifying that only 
members of their group should be em- 
ployed to investigate applications for the 
old-age pension. This restriction was not 
embodied in the old-age pension law. 

On the basis of the welfare organiza- 
tion’s own figures, one worker can han- 
die only four cases a day—approximately 
100 cases a month. If, as is now recom- 
mended by Attorney-General McKittrick, 
the age limit is lowered from 70 to 65 
years, the total number of applications 
will be well over 100,000. If these applica- 
tions were to be checked in one month's 
time, it would take 1000 social workers, 
whose salaries might range from $150 to 
$200 a month.

SOUND VIEW OF THE RAIL PROBLEM. 

Since his audience was a conference of railway 
employes, the address in St. Louis Saturday by Joseph 
B. Eastman, Federal Co-ordinator of Transportation, 
dealt chiefly with problems of employment as affected 
by the urgent need for economies now facing the 
railroads.

That this is an ultimate possibility, though not an 
imminent one, Mr. Eastman has said on previous | 
occasions. As expressed in the address here, his 
reasons for this attitude are as follows:

Mr. Eastman is not one of those who hold 
that Government ownership would automatically 
solve all the problems that in recent years have be- 
deviled railroad operation. Economies would still 
be of urgent necessity. “If the railroads could start 
all over again with a clean slate and a perfect capi- 
talization made up wholly of stock backed by a profit- 
and-loss surplus and no debt,” he said, “the need 
would still exist.” Hence, he told the employes how 
fallacious was any idea they might have “that your | 
troubles would be at an end if the Federal Govern- 
ment should take over the railroad properties and 
substitute public for private management.” 

It is no transportation Utopia that Mr. Eastman 
envisages should public control be decided upon.

To millions of American Jews 
as well as to millions of Jews in other lands, 
therefore, the tenets of liberalism and de- 
mocracy are the most dearly prized ideals. 
Jewish emancipation has always gone hand 
in hand with the progress of democracy. Any 
form of government or economic system 
which is based on, or maintains itself by, 
the suppression of the elemental bases of 
human liberty—freedom of speech, of the 
press, of association, of religious worship— 
is, therefore, abhorrent to them.

For most of the 
first three years of the war we 
were not participants; but during 
the final phase we ourselves en- 
gaged on many fronts. 

“For that reason perhaps we un- 
derstood, as well as any, the cries 
that went up—that the world con- 
flict should be made a war to end 
wars. We were not invaded nor 
were we threatened with invasion 
then or later; but the very distance 
of our view led us to perceive the 
dire results of war through days of 
following peace. 

“The primary purpose of this na- 
tion is to avoid being drawn into 
war. It seeks also in every prac- 
ticable way to promote peace and 
to discourage war. Except for those 
few who have placed or who place 
temporary, selfish gain ahead of 
national or world peace, the over- 
whelming mass of American citi- 
zens are in hearty accord with these 
basic policies of our Government, 
as they are also entirely sympa- 
thetic with the efforts of other na- 
tions to end war. 

Calling War “War.” 


“That is why we too have striven 
with great consistency to approve 
steps to remove the causes of war 
and to disapprove steps taken by 
others to commit acts of aggres- 
sion. We have either led or per- 
formed our full part in every im- 
portant attempt to limit and to re- 
duce armaments. We have sought 
by definite act and solemn commit- 
ment to establish the United 
States as a good neighbor among 
nations. We are acting to simplify 
definitions and facts by calling war 
‘war’ when armed invasion and a 
resulting killing of human beings 
take place. 

“But though our course is con- 
sistent and clear, it is with disap- 
pointment and sorrow that we con- 
fess that the world’s gain thus far 
has been small. 

“IT would not be frank with you 
if I did not tell you that the dan- 
gers that confront the future of 
mankind as a whole are greater to 


“The power of good example is 
the strongest force in the world. 
It surpasses preachments; it excels 
good resolutions; it is better than 
agreements unfulfilled. 

“Tf we as a nation, by our good 
example, can contribute to the 
peaceful well-being of the fellow- 
ship of nations, our course through 
the years will not have been in vain. 

“We who survive have - profited 
by the good example of our fellow 
Americans who gave their lives in 
war. Qn these surrounding hills 
of Virginia they rest—-thousands 
upon thousands—in the last bivouac 
of the dead. Below us, across the 
river, we see a great Capital of a 
great nation. 

“The past and the present unite 
in the prayer that America will ever 
seek the ways of peace, and by her 
example at home and abroad speed 
the return of good will among men.”

Execution Together With 
3 Aids in ‘Holy War’ 
Conspiracy Believed Al- 
ready to Have Occured. 


By the Associated Press. 

TASHKENT, U. S. S. R., Nov. 11. 
—The Mohammedan priest, Pir 
Ishan Abdul Mutaliev, and three of 
his aids were ordered shot after 


their conviction of plotting a “holy 
war” against the Soviet Union, pub- 
lication of the Court decision dis- 
closed last night. 

The sentence was _ pronounced 
Nov. 3, with no right of appeal. 
Hence it generally was understood 
the sentences already had been car- 
ried out. 

In such cases seutences must be 
fulfilled within 72 hours, unless an 
appeal is made or clemency is 

ted. 
30 Plotters Convicted. 


The presumed executions ended 
a sensational 16-day trial before a 
special collegium at Kokand, near 
here. Thirty alleged plotters were 
convicted of planning an invasion 
by the “troops of Islam,” which was 
to coincide allegedly with an upris- 
ing in the Soviet republics of Tad- 
zhikstan and Kirghiz and the terri- 
tory of Ferghana. 

Pir, it was contended, was to 
have headed a new Mussulman 
State in the region to be wrested 
from the Bolsheviks. 

Sentehced to death with him were 
his principal “haphas,” or assist- 
ants, Mula Dekhan, Halmirza and 
Abdul Satter. 

Four other convicted plotters were 
sentenced to 10 years in prison, 22 
received lesser terms and two were 
acquitted. 

The prosecutor accused Pir of 
attempting to refit the yoke of su- 
perstition and ignorance on a peo- 
ple, whom, he said, were being en- 
- lightened by Soviet rule. 

In a bitter attack on religion he 
declared that in the pre-Bolshevist 
era the kulaks (well-to-do-peasants) 
and priests played on the supersti- 
tions of the people to cheat and ex- 


ploit them. ‘ 
Emigre Backing Charged. 

The plot, he charged, was backed 
by former landholding emigres who 
were organizing the invasion. 

State witnesses brought out dur- 
ing the trial that Pir made fre 
quent visits to the border to con- 
fer with Van Khadija, in command 
of the invading troops, and the 
agent of one Kurshirmat, described 
@s a leader of the emigre group. 

At one time Kurshirmat was said 
to have written a letter to Pir, tell- 
ing him to “build up food reserves, 
for in the autumn of 1935 I will 
come with my troops.” 

The country from which the in- 
vaders were to come was not 
named, but it was stated they were 
to strike first in Ferghana. 

Pir had three wives, one of them 
only 12 years old. His aid, Mula 
Dekhan, allegedly had been abroad 
for him for two years, contacting 
emigres and organizing bandit 
raids across the border. - 


FAMILY OF THREE MURDERED

Man and Wife Shot and Boy Hit 
With Hatchet; Youth Who Was

The bodies of Shaffer, 40 years 
old, a war veteran; his wife, 30, and 
their son Tommie, 9, were found 
Sunday by a neighbor. Shafer and 
his wife had been shot. The boy’s 
skull was crushed with a hatchet.
